Now ‘hat the tariff bill is out of the 
way, the question as to whether con­ 
gress will or will not immediately tak<- 
up the currency revision is looked upon 
with much interest. 
There are two 
sides to this question, and both side- 
are being carefully examined by those 
who are to determine what the course 
of events are to be in this particular. 
By many it is believed th at the special 
I session in the passage of a tariff bill 
i having been so promptly and happily 
\ completed, the business element of the 
country would prefer an opportunity to 
adjust itself to the new conditions in 
regard to 
the tariff 
before being 
brought face to face with the currency 
problem. 
Those who hold to this view 
believe that it would be better to defer 
any action on the currency question un­ 
til the regular meeting of congress in 
December and “give the country a 
reHt.“ 
W hether this plan is deter­ 
mined upon or whether a currency com­ 
mission shall be urged upon congress 
at once is not fully determined, but the 
public may rest assured that there L 
no diposition on the part of the Admin­ 
istration to delay or trifle with the 
currency question any more than it has 
with the tariff. 
T h e T el eg r a p h believes that then* 
is much nonsensical talk about the cur■- 
j rency. 
There is no currency tinker- 
ii g needed. Our money system is a 
good one and our currency is now on a 
solid busis. 
With a proper tariff there 
will be no gold shortage nor endless 
chain trouble about the United States 
treasury and surplus will be ample.

United States secret service agents 
operating from St. Louis, Kansas City, !

the West with counterfeit half-dollars 
made of pure silver. 
The circulation 
of these counterfeits is on tho increase. 
Tho secret work on the case to the 
Rocky Mountains is being conducted 
from the St. Louis bureau, and San 
Francisco operators are conducting tho 
field west of the mountains. 
The exas­ 
perating feature of these » counterfeits 
is their close resemblance to the genu­ 
ine 50-cent piece, which has (resulted 
in giving them a wide circulation 
without detection. 
Being of silver 
they have the genuine ring. 
The slip­ 
pery feeling so noticeable in bogus 
coins is absent, and to any thanja train­ 
ed arid skillful eye they appear to be 
genuine. 
A rough estimate of those 
in authority puts the amount of these 
spurious half-dollars in circulation at 
$1,500,000.

Som ething About Tlieir Methoda of Feed­ 
ing, as Observed at the Aquarium . 
It is i'any to observe at tint aquarium 
the habits (if fish in feeding.

The trout are fed on live Lillies, 
i he Lillies when thrown into the tank 
scatter in all directions, with the trout 
after them like chain lightning, tw ist­ 
ing and turning with marvelous celori 
ty. 
The Lillies double, the trout dart 
after them. 
Rising to a hunch of kii 
lies at the top, the trout iairly make 
the water fly. They jump almost, if not 
quite, clear out of it, as if they were 
turning somersaults, and down they go 
in again and on after the Lillies. 
It is 
a dashing, slashing, crashing pursuit, 
and in about half a minute the Lillies 
are all gone. 
The pickerel—how different! 
How 
silent, and yet how sudden! The kiilie 
dropped 
in 
above 
darts downward 
through tin* water. 
Not pursued, it 
slow down and halts in tin* middle of 
the tank to rest and to recover its equa­ 
nimity after its recent disturbing expe 
rictiee of being removed from its home 
in the live food tank, carried about in 
a galvanized iron 
tray, 
and finally 
dropped into another tank uh food for 
other fishes. 
At a little distance is observed the 
pickerel. It lias come up silently, like a 
Jong, slender, little steamer moving 
dead slow. It comes to a halt so smooth­ 
ly and quietly that the instant of its 
halt is not noticed. It is simply seen to 
be lying there, mot iculess, about six 
inches from the kiilie. 
All is peace and quiet in the tank, 
m d the kiilie still balances itself in the 
water and rests. Suddenly, with no ap 
parent exertion of power, the pickerel 
darts forward. The movement is so sud­ 
den that, it, is not realised that the pick­ 
erel has moved until it is seen ill its 
new position. 
The kiilie is gone. 
It is 
now m the pickerel's interior, and prob­ 
ably with only u very hazy notion, if 
any at all, of how it got, there. 
The methods of the trout, and picker­ 
el are very different; their results, how­ 
ever, are much the same.—New York 
¡Sun.

A lighthouse keeper is appointed by 
the secretary of the treasury on the rec­ 
om m endation of the lighthouse board, 
and at first receives only an acting ap­ 
pointment. At the end of three m onths, 
if he passes an exam ination by the n a ­ 
val officer w ho is the inspector of th« ! 
district, he receives a full appointm ent; 
if he does not pass, he is dropped from 
the service. 
A keeper m ust be 
able to 
read and write, keep accounts, sail and 
pull a boat and have enough mechanic­ 
al ability to make the necessary minor 
repairs about th<* station and keep it in 
order. There is only one grade of keep­ 
er recognized by law, but th« - custom of 
the service has divided the keepers info 
different grades, with different pay ami 
duties and with promotion from otie 
grade to another. 
A man may be ap­ 
pointed H> th« * service and assigned to a 
particular station, but lie maybe moved 
at any tin.« * if promoted or if the inter- 
csts of th« * service demand it. 
At sta­ 
tions requiring hut one keeper a retired 
seafaring man, with a family, is usual­ 
ly selected, and in general men of the 
seafaring class arc most wanted. At sta­ 
tions where t here is a fog signal one of 
tli« * assistants is it man who 1ms an en­ 
gineer’s license and is something of a 
machinist. 
Keepers are paid on an average about 
$800 a year, but th« * individual sums 
paid vary from $100 to $1,000 a year, 
according to the importance of the sta­ 
tion and the amount of servico render­ 
ed. 
The principal keeper at Minot’s 
Ledge light, just outside of Boston, re- 
ceives $1,000 a year for his services, 
and this furnishes the only instance 
where the pay of a keeper is specified 
by law. 
The keepers who 
live at isolated 
lighthouses and on the offshore light­ 
ships lead a very monotonous life, bro­ 
ken only by the sight of passing vess: Is 
and the quarterly visit of the lighthouse 
supply bout. 
These keepers get considerable leave, 
about two weeks in three months, dur 
ing which time they visit their families 
on full pay. 
A lighthouse on an outly 
ing reef, for instance, is on the same 
status as a lightship, except that it can­ 
not ho blown away and the keepers can 
not leave it except when they are te 
Jieved, as si storm might come up and 
prevent their r< turn. 
Much is done by the lighthouse board 
to further the comfort of all its e m ­ 
ployees, but most is df.no for those who 
endure the solitary life sit, the isolated 
lights and 011 the lightships. 
Libraries 
are 
furnished the ^keepers and their 
families, 
L’aeli contains about 40 vol­ 
umes of works of history, science and 
poetry, with a fair supply of good nov­ 
els. 
This complete library is left at a 
station f<» r three months, and is then 
transferred to another station by an in 
Hpootor 011 his quarterly visit. There are 
nearly 1,000 of these libraries in circu­ 
lation, each in its littb* portable case, 
and, by their judicious interchange, the 
keepers of stations where they are fur­ 
nished seo about 300 volumes a year. 
Keepers are forbidden to engage in 
any business which will prevent their 
presence at their stations or interfere 
with the proper performance of their 
duties. Many have useful and profitable 
occupations which they carry on at the 
stations, while some til 1 pulpits, are 
justices of the peace or teach school. 
All keepers are furnished with quarters 
for themselves and in some cases for 
their families. 
In some cases they are 
furnished with food and rations. Other 
stations have barns furnished for eat tie 
and horses, and boats are furnished all 
stations inaccessible by land. 
The discipline of the servico has been 
always rigid, as 
befitting a service 
where negligence or inefficiency may 
mean the loss of many lives and much 
valuable property. 
Dismissal instantly follows in two 
cases— where a keept r is found intoxi­ 
cated and where lie allows his light to 
go out. 
Keepers are trained to consider 
the cure of tin* light and the lighthouse

A f< v v mouths later on , when in 7 * 
or 8 0 degree s n orth latitude, in Octo­ 
ber—that is to say, at tho begin n in g of 
the lon g win ter n ight—he fished up in a 
little n et w ith close meshes a quan tity 
of little crustacean s. 
This prov es that 
life is by n o mean s suspen ded un der the 
ice; on the con trary, it is v ery activ e. 
In the mud of the bottom, where the 
water is shallow, there are n umerous 
starfish, tn ollusks, worms, spon ges an d 
sev eral specii ?> of Crustacea. —Journ al 
des Debats.
